- SCHEME MEETS WITH. 
RATEPAYERS? FAVOR 


Meeting Wednesday . Night: Endorsed 
Council's Action ~in~ Joining Dis- 
trict, and Appointed. Comnilssioner 
Stephenson -to:Provisiotial Board. 


The whole hospital scheme was dis- 
cussed at a fairly well attended meet- 
ing Of-ratepayers in-the city hall on 
Wednesday, evening. Acting Mayor 
Ald, Broughton ,occupied: the. chair 
and explained the ‘purpose of the 
meeting. The .City Council was 
full, 
frank discussion of the hospital propo- 
sition. by the ratepayers. Arthur 
Whiston, Secretary of the’ Hospitals 
Branch, Department of Municipalities 
and Health, Edmonton, was’ present, 
and addressed the meeting, outlining 
the purpose and scope of the Munici- 
pal Hospital plan. 

The development of tha movement 
in this territory has come as the re- 
sult of initiative taken from the sur- 
rounding~ territory largely. It has 
not been engineered by the city in 
any way. . j 

The chairman stated the objects of 
the meeting directly were the consid- 
eration of the hospital scheme. to de- 
cide whether the Council had done 
right in taking the action it did re- 
garding the District, and also regard- 
ing what terms’ the ratepayers 
considered the city would be justified 
in demanding for the present insti- 
tution. 

Following Mr. Whiston’s address, 
there was a general discussion of the 
plan. R. L. Gaetz was anxious to hear 
what Commissioner Stephenson had 
to say. ) 

The Commissioner fointed out that 
the city had no cut and dried plan to 
submit to the Hospital Board. The 
city would be represented on the Pro- 
visional Board by one representative 
out of a tétal of about fifteen. At 
first he had been opposed, personally, 


bonded indebtedness of the hospital. 
He had given the matter a good deal 
of consideration as far as the inter- 
ests of the ratepayers was concerned. 
He was mindful of the fact that the 
City had about reached the limit of 
taxation and stated that he did not 
think it would be necessary to in- 
crease the taxes beyond the present 
At first, 
proposed Hospital 
plan would involve larger taxation 
than the present system requires. 
Since Mr. Whitson’s visit, he had re- 
vised his opinions in this regard. - 

Mr. Stephenson recognized the dufy 
that the City owed to the surrounding 
district. Part. of the cost of the pres- 
ent Hospital had been raised by sub- 
scriptions, in which surrounding pad 
tricts had taken their part with the 
City. A visit to the Hospital reminds 
one of this, as the names.of Balmoral, 
Clearview, Springvale and others ap- 
‘pear on various rooms, ete. Red Deer 
must not be too selfish in the matter; 
we have a duty to humanity and to 
the district. People of Rocky Moun- 
tain House and other places are cus- 
tomers of Red Deer, to some extent 
at least, and spend a good deal of 
money in the city. 

In addition to the fact that he did 
not think the new scheme would in- 
crease the taxes any, the ratepayers 
would receive service that now costs 
them $4 or $5 per day for a $1 rate. 
It was practically {mpossible to for- 
mulate a cut and dried proposition to 
be submitted. The present. institu- 
tion was worth probably $60,000 as far 
as actual value was concerned. 

Three points should be considered 
in the negotiations with the Hospital 
District: 

1st. The new District should be 
required to assume the debenture.’ 
liability of the Hospital, also the pro- 
portion of water and sewer deben- 
tures chargeable to the Hospital, 
amounting to about $3,000 or $4,000. 

2nd. That necessary ~ improve: 
ments be made to the Hospital by the 
District, which would include the in- 
stallation of a thoroughly up-to-date 
X-ray maciine, changes in the opera- 
ting room, the installation of an ele- 
vatcr to move patients between floors, 
a cumfortable nurses’ home, and iso- 
lation huts for contagious diseases. 

3rd. How much money or bonds 
might be allowed to the City in con- 
sidera:ion of its equity. 
’ Co-operation and harmony must pre- 
vail. The Commissioner favored g0- 
ing into the Hospital District if any- 
thing like a fair agreement could be 
made. From what he knew of the 
men who had been appointed to the 
Board from other municipalities, they 
were reasonable men and would do 
what was fair. 

R. l.. Gaetz was delighted to know 
that the Commissioner was favorable 
to the plan. The Hospital existed 
primarily to help cases needing treat- 
ment, and efficiency was the first rea- 
uisite. TT was not much interested 
in the money question or what the 
City would get out of it. His greatest 
anxiety was to have a modern up-to- 

ate Hospital on the hill. 

Mr. Whiston emphasizad the fact 
that the Department would not ap- 
prove of any plan that would not 
make the Hospital as thoroughly up- 
to-date as the new Drumheller Hos- 
pital now is, The present Hospital is 
efticient and well run, but the system

The Coun- 
cil and Commissioners had come to 
the conclusion, after discussing the 
various plans, that co-operation was 
the best alternative. The plan provis- 
ionally suggested for this district was 
the bringing of the Red Deer 40-bed 
Hospital up to fully modern require- 
ments of a central hosnital and the 
establishment of 3 10-bed sub-hospit- 
als at Rocky Mountain House, Eckville 
and Delburne. The main hospital 
would take care of X-ray work and 
the most of the major operations for 
the whole district and would form the 
centre for any visiting nurses: the 
sub-hospitals would render first aid, 
deal with minor and some major cases, 
and with maternity cases. The main 
hospital, of course, would give a full 
service for all cases, including mater- 
nity cases, for its immediate district. 
He had gone over the Red Deer Hos- 
pital returns to the Government, and 
had found that 75 per cent of the post 
office addresses of patients shown 
came from within the proposed dis- 
trict, and the greatest portion did not 
come from Red Deer. city. They could 
count on a doubling of hospital service 
demand under the proposed new 
scheme. The 40-bed Municipal Flos- 
pital at Drumheller in the 5% months 
it was opened in 1920, had more pati- 
ents than Red Deer had in the whole 
year: this doubling of service did not 
double the cost, they must remember, 
however. They had been successful 
also in reducing the average stay in 
the Municipal Hospitals to twelve 
days.

hence the early life in trees, where 
their grasping organs and swift move- 
ments stood them’ in good stead. 
Dread of stronger beasts of prey 
quickened their wits and compelled 
unity. Any favorable variation in 
structure or brain secured an advan- 
tage over rivals in the struggle of life. 
Thus through inheritance from gener- 
ation to generation man gained as- 
cendancy over even the highest apes. 
In both, the social bonds were streng- 
thened by the helplessness and de- 
pendence of their young, which evok- 
es qualities of sympathy and affec- 
tion. 

Intellect is a survival factor, but 
the moral qualities are stronger than 
mere intelligence. The first moral 
quality developed was man’s care for 
children. Parental  solicitude is 
necessarily the chief factor, of race 
survival. Generally speaking, too, 


nature around him. 

It required the accumulated experti- 
ences of many lives to evolve our 
modern conception of a universal law 
and order, It took centuries to cor- 
rect the first savage impressions of 
man’s senses and deduct facts. First, 
he learned the knowledge of the prey 
and food he sought, then the elemental 
differences in things such as the sink: 
ing of stone and the floating of wood. 
Time and again he was fooled. His 
eyes told him the world was flat and 
stationary; his ears told him the 
echoes were made by answering spir- 
its; the rustling leaves and drifting 
clouds were alive simply because the 
himself was living. Thus he believed 
spirits existed in everything. Later 
he believed in the “separate existence 
of the spirit,” the birth of a religion 
with mysterious rites and cruel sac- 
rifice and offerings. 

Passing to the more historical ages, 
we reach the “earliest stone age,” 
when the metals was unknown. His 
tools of stone, bone, horn, wood or 
shell marked a progressive civiliza- 
tion—he was learning. He discovered 
fire while making his flint implements 
and polishing his tools. But even 
here man had gone little further than 
the adaptive intelligence shown by the 
beaver, the tailor bird or the wasp. 

The all important difference to note 
between man and the more intelligent 
animals is this——animals. only repeat, 
and unlike man they never surpass or 
in any way improve on the skill of 
their ancestry. Man, alone of all cre- 
ation, leaves an imperishable impres- 
sion on the sands of time; the experi- 
ences of human experience are not 
lost to the race. 

In this period man was a cave dwel- 
ler and preyed on nature's bounty. 
He became a good hunter. He made 
progress, and we reach the newer 
stone age,and then the copper age, the 
bronze age, and finally our own age of 
iron and steel. 

No absolute dates are available, nor 
has the rate of progress in all parts 
of the world been identical. Southern 
Europe seems to have been in the 
lead, and were early using the Medi- 
terranean highway. However, the 
power to develop was always in man 
as it is today, the instinct of the whole 
human race seeking, ever seeking. 

The immense interval of time be- 
tween the old and the new ages is 
shown by the differences that have 
evolved in the world’s climate, and 
the altereq distribution of land and 
water over the earth's surface through 
slow changes over a great lapse of 
time. 

Men of the new stone age developed 
the earliest recognized industry, divid- 
ing the labor of sharpening and shap- 
ing tools from the labor of using them. 
Sewing, weaving and plaiting follow- 
ed. Man was first a hunter, then a 
herder, and later anagriculturist. Agri- 
culture has ever been a measure of 
man’s progress.

is now $24,500.00. 

6. We submit by-law authorizing 
the sale of lots 3-6, block D, West 
Park, acquired by tax confirmation, 
to John Moseley for $100.00. There 
is no commission payable to anyone 
on this sale. 

7. We purpose making a survey of 
the streets and sidewalks in the city 
as soon as possible and recommending 
what work should be done. At present 
Foreman Jones is making crossings as 
rapidly as possible and getting the

8. Commissioner Stephenson recom- 
mends the purchase of a Ford truck 
with dump box and cord tires at a 
cost of $1,100.00, laid down, and_bellev- 
es. that it will save its cost in two 
years. The great amount of auto 
traffic necessitates much greater ex- 
penditure on road majntenance than a 
few years ago, and dirt roads cannot 
be kept in even fair condition until 
they are gravelled. Victoria Ave., 1st 
St. S.E., and Ross St. EB. should all be 
gravelled as soon as possible, and as 
muchas possible of this work should 
be done this year. During the sum- 
mer it is necessary to keep the city 
team on the road drag and_ water 
cart most of the time, to keep the 
main streets in condition and the dust 
nuisance down. The merchants who 
pay heavy business taxes insist on 
this, and the team has also to be used 
to carry construction and repair ma- 
terial around the city. In hauling ma- 
terial a motor truck should do twice 
the amount of work at one half the 
cost, and there are many other uses 
for a motor truck where we cannot 
use a team. 

9. We informed the C. P. Railway 
that we would recommend to the 
Council the ‘supplying of water to the 
company for one year at the same 
meter rates as charged by Calgary. 
The reply of the company is submit- 
ted herewith.

after appointment, shall elect a Chatr- 
man,’ and appoint a Secretary-Trvas- 
urer. The Bourd shall decide what 
remuneration ‘shall’ be paid to the 
Secretary-Treasurer. °°” : 
2. The Board shall hold a meeting on 
the Second Wednesday in each month, 
at a time and place to be decided upon 
by the Board, ‘and the Lady, Superin- 
tendent, when requested, shall be pre- 
sent at the meetings. Emergent mect- 


Ings may be called whenever consider-| 


ed necessary by the. Chairman. A 
Quorum shall consist of at least two 
Commissioners. Notice of every mect- 
ing of the Board shall be ‘given to all 
Commissioners, by .the Secretary- 
Treasurer, at least three full days be- 
fore such meeting is to be held: | 

3. The proceedings of the Board 
shall be recorded in a minute book 
kept for the purpose. The reading-and 
consideration of ‘the minutes of the 
last previous meeting of the Board 
shall be the first order of business at 
every meeting, and upon the confirm- 
ation of such minutes, with or without 
amendment, the’ presiding Commis- 
sioner shall sign and the Secretary 
shall countersign the same. 

4, All books, accounts, letters and 
papers appertaining to the business of 
the Hospital in possession of any of 
the officers or employees shall at all 
times be open and subject to the ex- 
amination of any member of the Board. 

5. The Board shall cause all monies, 
received on account of the Hospital, to 
be deposited in a Chartered Bank, and 
no cheques exceeding Five Dollars, ex- 
cept the cheques for wages, shall be 
issued, except by the authority of the 
Board.

She 
shall have charge of all furniture, 
beds, bedding, instruments, supplies, 
and stores and shall attend to the gen- 
eral supplies, including provisions and 
such other articles as are required for 


daily use. . 
13. Under the direction of the Board 
she shall order all provisions and 


other supplies and keep account there- 
of, and when found correct, certify the 
accounts of the various tradesmen and 


others furnishing provisions and sup- 


plies, and at the end of each month 
she shall deliver such accounts to the 
Secretary-Treasurer for submission to 
the Board. 

14. She shall collect from patients 
the charges of maintenance; and shall 
account to the Secretary-Treasurer on 
the last day of each month for all 
money received by her. 

1h. Slfe shall keep under lock and 
key all wine, beer and spirituous liqu- 
ors, obtained for the use of patients, 
and shall not furnish same to any pa- 
tient except when absolutely necessary 
or on the order of the medical atten- 
dant. 

16. She shall have charge, supervis- 
fon and authority over the domestics 
employed, whom she shall have power 
to hire and discharge. In case of dis- 
charge, she shall report the game to the 
Chairman of the Board.

NURSING STAFF 

50. The nurses shall be under the 
general order and direction of the Lady 
Superintendent. 

51. Nurses when on duty shall at all 
times treat Medical Officers with every 
respect, -and give closé attention to 
their orders. Any violation of this rule 
should be immediately reported by the 
Medical Officer to the Lady Superin- 
tendent or to the Chairman of the Hos- 
pital Board. 

52. They shall always keep them- 
selves neat, clean and properly clothed 
according to the prescribed rules. 

53. They shall conduct their work at 
all times in a quict, orderly and kindly 
manner, and shall behave themselves 
towards their patients with propriety 
and tenderness. . 

54. Nurses must ~be punctual, at 
meals, and going on’ and coming oft 
duty. 

55. Nurses must wear noiseless shoes 
in the Hospital. 

56. Lights must not be left burning 
in rooms when not in use. 

57. Hiness among nurses must be re- 
ported immediately to the Lady Supor- 
intendent, and no medicines are to be 
taken except by her direction. 

58. Economy and cleanliness must be 
practisad at all times. 

59. Nurses may receive friends in 
the Sitting Room and in their rooms if 
agreeable to their room mates. oa 

60. It is strictly forbidden to- drive 
nails into the walls or deface them in 
any way. 

61. Day nurses on duty 7 a.m. to 7 
p.m., with some time off during the 
day, if conditions will permit. Night 
nurses on duty ‘trom 7 p.m. to 7 a.m. 

62. All nurses are subject to emer- 
gency calls day or night. 

63. Nurses must inform the medical 
attendant at all times, when he visits 
a patient, of all matters and circum- 
stances which may enable him more 
fully to judge of the patient's condi- 
tion. 

64. Nurses on duty must be close at 
hand during the vists of medical at- 
tendants, and render every assistance 
and give all information. 

65. They must note in writing allor- 
ders given by the medical attendants, 
and keep a daily record of orders for 
each patient under their charge. 

60. The nurse in charge of the ward 
to which a patient is assigned shall 
forthwith take an inventory of the 
clothing and effects which the patient 
brings into the Hospital, and deliver 
the inventory, together’ with any money 
or valuables, to the Lady Superinten- 
dent. She must not permit to be 
brought into the Hospital any box, 
parcel or valise without knowing its 
contents. 

67. Nurses must promptly inform the 
Lady Superintendent of any violent or 
alarming symptoms that may develop 
in a patient. 

68. The temperature, pulse and res- 
piration of each patient must be noted 
by the nurse in charge as soon as pos- 
sible after admission, and every pat- 
jent must be bathed and washed as 
prescribed within one hour after ad- 
mission. 

69. They shall punctually and faith- 
fully attend to the proper and reason- 
able wants of their patients, and tothe 
taking of temperatures and the giving 
of such food, drink and medicine as 
may be prescribed, and shall assist 
their patients whenever they are un- 
able to attend to themselves. 

70. In serving meals they shall con- 
sult as far as possible the tastes and 
wishes_ of the patient, and make the 
food as attractive as possible. Any 
defect in the condition or preparation 
of the food must be promptly reported 
to the Lady Superintendent. 

71. Nurses must not permit any food, 
drink or medicine to be brought into a 
ward, or given to or taken by a patient 
except what has been prescribed. 

72. They must enforce decent, order- 
ly, quiet and becoming behaviour in all 
respects on the part of their patients. 

73. They must promptly report to the 
Lady Superintendent any violation or 
neglect of rules by any patient of the 
Hospital, or of the orders given by a 
medical attendant, or refusal or neg- 
lect of any patient to follow the pre- 
scriptions made in their respective 
cases, 

74. The nurse in charge must see 
that the patients when discharged are 
properly dressed, and their effects 
given to them. The effects of a patient 
dying inthe Hospital must be oarefully 
collected and placed in safety for the 
persons entitled to them. 

75. The nurse in charge of a ward is 
responsible for all supplies and uten- 
sils, and the proper management of the 
ward. 

76. She must see that all utensils 
and vessels used by the patients are 
kept in a clean and uninjured condi- 
tion. 

77. She must attend to the ventila-, 
tion and disinfection of the wards, 
closets, sinks and bathrooms. 

78. Nurses must. see that the beds 
and bedding are properly attended to 
and every bed carefully carbolized at 
least once a month, and oftener if nec- 
essary, and when a patient is discharg- 
ed, 

79. They must attend to the proper 
changing of patients’ linen, clothing, 
bed linen and bedding when necessary, 
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WARNING 


No officer, nurse, or person connect- 
ed with the Hospital shall report. or 
converse with ‘any person outside the 
Institution, giving any information — 
whatever respecting the disease a pa-

No officer, or person connected with 
the ‘Hospital shall at any time, under 
any pretense whatever, on pain of dis- 
missal, give to or take from any trades- 
man, patient or servant, or any other 
person, any fee, reward or gratuity of 
any kind whatsoever, directly or in- 
(rectly, for any service done or to be 
done, or proposed to be done on ac- 
count of or relative to the Hospital, — 


RULES FOR PATIENTS 


88. Any complaints about anything 
whatever in connection with “the Hos- 
pital should be made immediately to 
tho Lady Superintendent, the Medical 
attendant, or any of the Hospital Com- 
missioners. 

89. Money or valuables belonging to 
a patient-must bo left for safe keeping 
with the Lady Superintendent, and a 
receipt will be given for same. Other- 
wise the Hospital undertakes no re- 
sponsibility in the event of loss. 

90. Patients shall not use or allow 
thelr friends to bring them any article 
of food, fruit, luxuries, wine, tobacco, 
or spirits without the consent of his 
or, her attending physician or the Lady‘ 
Superintendent. 

91. No patient shall leave the Hos- 
pital, or ward in which he or she shall 
be placed, without the permission of 
the Lady Superintendent.’ 

92. No male patient shall under any 
consideration, except ordered by the 
Lady Superintendent, enter the wards 
for females, nor shall any female pat- 
fent enter the wards for males. 

93. All patients must obey the rules 
of the Hospital. Any patient misbe- 
having or violating any of the Hospital 
rules may be removed or discharged 
by the Board of Commissioners. 

94. All patients must be at their bed- 
side at the hours when the Lady Sup- 
erintendent makes her usual rounds, 
or when medicines are to be given, 
dressings ‘done, or meals served. 

95. Patients are not allowed to sit or 
lounge on their beds during the day or 
soil or damage any part of the Hospit- 
al, or anything belonging thereto. 

96. Meals will be served to patients 
at 8 a.m., 12:30 p.m. and 6:30 p.m, 

97. All patients before leaving the 
Hospital must sign the regular com- 
plaint or suggestion slip, which will be 
handed to them by the Lady Superin- 
tendent. 


RULES FOR VISITORS 


98. Friends and relatives of patients 
may visit them from two to four in the 


o 


afternoon, and from seven to nine in 


the evening, each day, unless other- 
wise directed by the attending physic- 
ians or the Lady Superintendent. 

99. Visitors are “requested to leave 
the wards promptly at the hours stated. 

100. Visitors are strictly prohibited 
from giving any articles of food, fruit, 
luxuries, tobacco, etc., to the patients. 
Any luxuries intended for patients 
must be left with the Lady Superin- 
tendent or nurse in charge. 

101. No dogs will be permitted to ac- 
company visitors or be at any time 
allowed in or about the Hospital. 

102. Visitors desiring to make any 
complaint or request may do so to the 
Lady Superintendent or Nurse in 
charge. 

103. Any visitor violating any of the 
rules of the Hospital or acting with 
impropriety in the buildings or grounds 
shall be liable to immediate expulsion, 
and shall not be entitled again to enter 
the Hospital without permission of the 
Board. 

104. Ministers deslring to visit pat- 
fents in the Hospital shall be entitled 
to admission to the wards at all hours 
(excepting when contrary to the or- 
ders of the attending physician), but 
they are requested as far as possible 
to make their visits at regular visiting 
hours.

“IN ALBERTA 


Canadian Standard Efficiency Train- 


Ing for Trail Rangers and Tuxis 
Boys Making Rapid Progress in the 
Province. 


The report just issued by the Boys’ 
Work Board of Alberta shows that re- 
markable progress is being made in 
boys’ work inthe Sunday Schools 
throughout the province. Now that 
the churches have united their efforts 
and adopted one official program of 
boys’ work, they are demonstrating 
in a larger way than ever their ability 
to make the Sunday School elass, 
which carries out the C.S.E.T.  pro- 
gram mid-week as well as Sunday, by 
far the greatest factor in work for 
boys twelve to twenty years of age. 

The Boys’ Work Board was organ- 
ized last September to care for the 
special boys’ work interests of the Re- 
ligious Education Council of Albérta, 
which have been cared for in the past 
by the co-operative-advisory commit- 
tee on boys’ work. The Board is com- 
posed of official representatives of 
the Apglican, Baptist, Congregational, 
Methodist and Presbyterian Churches 
and the Y.M.C.A. It gives its entire 
attention to the promotion of Cana- 
dian Standard Efficiency Training. 
Boys 12 to 14 years of age form Trail 
Ranger Camps, those 15 and over or- 
ganize Tuxis Squares. 


SIX MONTHS’ PROGRESS. 


Since the appointment of Mr. Wal- 
lace Forgie as executive secretary, the 
activities of the Board have been rap- 
idly spreading to every community in 
the province. There are now fifty- 
two centres where the work of the 
Board is in operation, whereas there 
were only sixteen six months ago. 
The following figures showing the de- 
velopment of the C.S.E.T. work will 
be-of interest: 

No. communities with C.S.E.T. work 
—Oct. 1st, 1920, 16; March 31st, 1921, 
52. 

No. Tuxis Squares—Oct. 1st, 
30; March 31st, 1921, 71.

into the plains where the crops are 
raised. The water supplied from this 
source is carefully conserved and 
Uistributed by artificial piping and 
draining over the land brought under 
cultivation. The result is to make 
‘possible the raising of this crop. It 
would seem that there must be'a large 
proportion of honey in the flowers, for 
the district is famous for the quantity 
and quality of the honey produced 
there, and bee-keeping is an important 
factor in the inhabitants’ means of 
livelihood. It is, hovever, another 
aspect of the matter which gives this 
crop its very interesting character. 
The whole of the water distributed 
over the ground is not absorbed, and 
there is a considerable proportion of 
it which, after passing over or 
through the growing ‘crop, flows off at 
the foot of the gentle slopes on which 
the crops grow. It is here caught, 
and after being. strained to get rid of 
impurities, itis found to have acquired 
‘the qualities of a very palatable drink 
of a distinctly intoxicating character. 
Whether this is due to the presence 
of so much honey in the crop or to 
some other cause is not known. The 
natives of the district in question are 
a backward type, and the analyst or 
scientific farmer is unknown among 
them. Thoir only consideration is 
that by this means they can raise a 
valuable crop of feed for their herds 
and obtain a cheap and effective drink 
for themselves. 

+The soldier in question was struck 
by the possibilities of this crop, and 
with considerable difficulty and at 
great expense he obtained a quantity 
of seed from one of the local farmers. 
On returning to Canada he determin- 
ed to experiment with the crop on his 
farm, which Hes in a somewhat dry 
belt of this province, though in his 
particular case he is fortunate in hav- 
ing a small creek flowing through his 
land, with which he was able to 
create a system of irrigation similar 
to that in the east. The result was a 
complete success. The area planted 
with a portion of the seed*so acquired 
yielded a crop far beyond the best 
timothy hay in value as feed, and the 
enterprising farmer is now in a very 
much more advantageous position 
than his neighbors ‘so far as feed is 
concerned, though the area on which 
he made his experiment was naturally 
small. He has, however, carefully 
collected a large quantity of seed and 
intends to put his whole available 
area of 700 acres under this crop next 
season.

amongst a prohibition-ridden public. 
In the meantime the introducer of the 
crop to the province is being subject- 
ed to an increasingly embarrassing 
volume of attention from that public. 
He is beseiged with offers to  pur- 
chase seed for next spring’s sowing 
to such an extent that~ instead of 
bringing an occasional letter home 
from the post-office in his pocket, he 
is compelled to use a bulky Sack and 
to carry it in his democrat. Moreover, 
callers have become so numerous ag 
to be a nuisance, for his farm has be- 
come a place of pilgrimage for all 
stock farmers who have suffered 
from the prevailing feed shortage, 
and for many others, who are not far- 
mers and whose shortage is not a 
question of feed.
